This volume, like its predecessor, is a contribution 
to the history of the prices of rare books. It shows 
for what sums of money an astute collector has been 
able to buy not a few of the most desirable things that 
ever come upon the market; it also shows at how con- 
siderable an advance over the purchase price such trea- 
sures may be sold. I fancy, therefore, that the cata- 
logue will serve a purpose more useful than at first sight 
appears, a purpose of which perhaps the compiler him- 
self did not dream : it will justify the collector of aver- 
age means in the sanity of his pursuit and in the gen- 
eral wisdom of his investments. 

We have long been in need of such moral support 
as this volume gives. I know a man who when he 
concludes to let his wife go another winter without the 
long promised seal-skin coat, or decides that she does 
not really need a new diamond ring for Christmas 
("with the children wearing out shoes at the rate they 
do"), explains his own indulgence in Kelmscotts on the

ground that they are a capital investment. " She would 
be able to realize a good deal on those items if I were 
to die," he says, all the time secretly and with con- 
temptible selfishness resolving that he won't die. A 
catalogue of this sort is going to be a real help to men 
whose wives clamor in and out of season for new par- 
lor furniture. Collectors owe Mr. Arnold a debt of 
gratitude. An amateur who, with the help of these 
figures, cannot defend himself against his wife ought to 
give up book-collecting at once. Armed with the facts 
so eloquently given here it will no longer be necessary 
to smuggle books into the house. A husband can 
throw the newly acquired volume down anywhere and 
look his wife in the eye as composedly as if he had 
just taken out some more life insurance. Whatever 
else may be true of it, this volume marks the beginning 
of an era of good feeling in families. 

The passion for book-collecting is so little in need 
of defence that I often wonder why we bibliophiles 
continually put ourselves to the trouble of defining our 
position. However, it may be worth while to state 
anew the grounds of our belief, and there is always the 
chance of making a convert. 

To collect things, especially things one does not 
need and can make no use of, appears to be a natural

and healthy instinct of the human race. A famous 
philosopher said: "I think, therefore I am." His 
observation does not seem conclusive. So few people 
think, even in their most intelligent moments, that it is 
difficult or even impossible to bring the remark home 
to oneself. If Descartes, speaking for the civilized 
man, had said: *I collect books, prints, bric-a-brac, 
paintings, furniture, therefore I am,' it would have been 
easy to comprehend him. Man is a collecting animal 
and can no more be hindered from the gratification of 
his instinct than he can be prevented from eating and 
drinking. From one ostensible motive or another he 
will be found heaping up all sorts of glorified rubbish. 
Sometimes he is prompted by hero-worship, now and 
then by selfishness, occasionally by the feeling that if 
he does not buy the particular thing so coveted at the 
moment, someone else will, and who can say whether 
the precious object will be appreciated as he himself 
will appreciate it. 

People pass through stages in the fever of collecting. 
A boy will begin with stamps and birds' eggs; then he 
will rise to autographs of politicians, base-ball players, 
and prize-fighters. Strange to say he may end by col- 
lecting books. In which case he may be forgiven the 
sins of unthinking youth.

Tastes differ widely and as usual are not to be quar- 
relled over. When the London, Tilbury, and Southend 
Railway was building many years since, the workmen 
unearthed the remains of an old brickyard and pantile 
factory. Subsequently it was learned that this was the 
site of the factory which had belonged to Daniel Defoe. 
When the workmen were told of it they carried off all 
the fragments of brick and tile together with bits of 
old clay pipe as mementos of the author of Robinson 
Crusoe. The tribute was a simple one and not without 
the quality of grace. What a marvellous man must he 
have been who could write a book possessing the high 
virtues of "literature," and yet a book in which the 
schoolboy and the laboring man could take delight. 

Some collectors are covetous of pipes that have been 
smoked by distinguished men. That were no mean 
collection which contained one of Carlyle's pipes, an 
unbroken church-warden which Tennyson's lips had 
touched, and a French brier once the property of 
Lowell. The feverish heroine of the novel entitled 
the ^ick and the Dead grew delirious over the stub of 
a cigar left on the hearth by her late husband. She 
might have calmed her nerves by thinking what a 
superb collection of relics that female hero-worshipper 
might have who should follow up Ouida's handsome

military men and save those expensive cigars which 
they are forever lighting and then throwing away half 
consumed. 

I know a man who collects bills of fare from country 
hotels ; he declares that some day they will be examined 
with a keener interest than the records of the Spanish 
Inquisition or the documents relating to the history of 
the Thugs of India. I have heard of a gentleman who 
made a collection of hoop-skirts. 'Twas an odd fancy. 
He could not wear them surely; but he could collect 
them and did. One might need to explain why he 
bought some things, but books explain themselves. 

Certain volumes are to be coveted for their beauty. 
They satisfy what is vaguely called the esthetic sense. 
One may read such books but he does not buy them to 
read; he buys them to look at and to caress. Any man 
who understands the charm of a good picture may, if 
he will, understand the charm of a beautiful book. Its 
fascination lies in the paper, the type, the exquisite pro- 
portion of text to margin, in the title-page which may 
vary all the way from the grotesque to the severely 
plain and always have some element of loveliness about 
it. In the history of every printing-house there is 
pretty sure to be a golden age, a period during which 
it seemed impossible for the house in question to pro-

duce a bad book. One buys examples of such work ir- 
respective of the subject of the volume. Whether it be 
poetry or mathematics, history or political economy, 
the fascination of a noble art nobly exercised is there; 
we yield to its power and are the better for it. If you 
add to this the skill of a book-binder of genius the plea- 
sure is doubled. There are in the whole world of art 
few things more satisfying than a beautiful book, appro- 
priately and richly bound. It is less showy than a 
picture, for the most quiet painting takes the eye and 
manifestly has the price. Therefore the book will ap- 
peal to the few rather than the many. But the pleasure 
it gives is none the less deep and satisfying. 

When the collecting mania centers in first editions 
it is more difficult to explain but quite as pronounced 
as in the other case. It cannot be justified on the 
ground that it is an expression of one's love of the 
beautiful, because first editions are often ugly little 
books. Real authorship is unconscious in a way. The 
man of letters does not say to himself, "Now am I in 
the act of making a first edition"; he is more solici- 
tous about what he is writing than about the outward 
form which his work is to take. He is more anxious 
to be correctly printed than he is to be elegantly 
printed. Bibliophiles cherish their first editions of

Keats, Shelley, Tennyson, Swinburne, and Morris for 
the sentiment which clings about them. Here is the 
famous poem as it looked to its author in days when 
the great reputation had not yet been made, when the 
poet himself little dreamed that his name was to be a 
household name and that without him the dictionaries 
of quotation would be much thinner books than they 
are. A quaintness, an old-time atmosphere, may be de- 
tected about these precious volumes. First editions of 
the right sort are more to be desired than old-fash- 
ioned carved four-posters, or Russian samovars from 
New Jersey. 

Mr. Arnold was very happy in his first editions, and 
the lover of literature who is also a lover of books re- 
joices to discover how often the good prices were 
called out by the masterpieces. One likes to see Mil- 
ton's Paradise Lost, first edition and first title, honor- 
ably bringing eight hundred and thirty dollars. This 
is quite right. The danger in book-collecting is that 
one may lose his sense of proportion. But a few items 
Uke this show a healthy state of the book-buying 
mind. 

Among unique treasures of this collection (we hope 
we use that word "unique" with fear and trembling, 
and in a sense quite other than that employed by the 
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The Collector's Point of View 

American Mudie) was the proof copy of Browning's 
The Ring and the Book, with autograph corrections by 
the poet himself. That this most interesting monument 
of a great poet should have been thought worth six 
hundred and eighty dollars was quite as it should be. 
Now that the Browning craze is happily over we know 
exactly where we stand, and these figures show pretty 
well where Browning stands. 

This superb collection contained so much that was 
of final interest, and the prices fetched were so gratify- 
ing, that one wishes a certain book not represented 
here might have been brought to the auction block 
in company with its distinguished fellow first editions. 
When the first issue of Keats's Poems sold for five hun- 
dred dollars, and an Adonais printed at Pisa " with the 
types of Didot" sold for five hundred and ten dollars, 
what would that volume have brought which contained 
the first issue of the Ancient Mariner and the Lines writ- 
ten above Tiniern Abbey} 

For some inexplicable reason the charm of book- 
collecting never haunts the memory of Coleridge or 
Wordsworth. Yet the Lyrical Ballads has more than 
once commanded a high figure. It is so scarce that 
two reprints have been made, and one of the reprints 
is not easy to obtain. Mrs. Coleridge, shortly after the

Lyrical Ballads appeared, wrote to her absent husband 
that so far as she could learn the book was "liked by 
nobody" — a remark which explains in part why the 
poet always dreaded the arrival of a letter from his 
wife; sometimes he would wait a month in order to 
get up courage to open her missives. Books have an 
odd way of getting into the hands of people who can- 
not appreciate them. Longman the publisher told 
Coleridge that the greater part of the first edition of 
Lyrical Ballads was bought by seafaring men ; they had 
heard of the Ancient Mariner^ and they supposed they 
were getting a nautical song-book. 

Members of The Duodecimos will take comfort in 
noting that their reprint of Poor Richard doubled in 
price. On the other hand they will sigh heavily in 
contemplation of the fact that the handsome volume 
of Anne Bradstreet's Poems, published at twelve dollars 
and fifty cents, was thought to be worth only two dol- 
lars and a half more than Mr. Arnold gave for it. Is 
there then so little patriotism among us, so little loyalty 
to the memory of the Tenth Muse at one time "newly 
sprung up" in North Andover! I wish these figures 
could be brought to the notice of a late gifted humor- 
ist, the one who wanted the little group of twelve to 
call themselves the Anne Bradstreet Club. He would 
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The Collector's Point of View 

have laughed to think how near he came to perpetu- 
ating one of his finest jests at the expense of the club 
of which he was himself a founder. 

As Americans I think we may take pride in the 
thought that so many treasures of a bookish sort are 
wending their way across the Atlantic and making 
themselves at home in our private and public collec- 
tions. We want as many immigrants of this sort as we 
can get. Mr. Arnold and his fellow collectors deserve 
our thanks for having put sufficient inducement in the 
way. of these distinguished foreigners to make it worth 
their while to come.

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Note 

The Books and Letters here recorded were collected 
within six years contemporaneously with the American 
First Editions recorded in another volume. The collec- 
tion was sold by auction at the rooms of Messrs. Bangs 
and Co., 93 Fifth Avenue, New York, May 7 and 8, 
1901, Mr. Andrew Merwin auctioneer. 

The Record which follows gives the cost (in red), 
the selling price (in black), and a brief description of 
each item; also a statement, in each instance, of the 
year of purchase and whether bought of a bookseller, a 
collector, or at auction. The cost prices include com- 
missions paid to auction agents whenever they were 
employed. Many of the books and several of the letters 
were bought in Great Britain ; to cover approximately 
the carriage charges and other incidental expenses, the 
cost prices of such items have been changed from 
pounds, shillings, and pence to dollars and cents, at the 
rate of five dollars to the pound sterling. 

The word exchange, which appears in a few in- 
stances after the date of purchase, signifies that the 
book was obtained in exchange for another book or 
a manuscript. The cost in such instances is determined 
by the cost of the article given in exchange. The word 
returned after the date of purchase signifies that the 
book was returned by the purchaser because of an un- 
described imperfection or an error in the description.
